FORTY-SECOND DAY’S PROCEED-

MonDAY, Jan. 26, 1874. 


The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lt. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair.

On motion of Mr. Johnson, the 
rules were suspended, and the bill to 
restore the burnt records of Washing- 
ton county, was taken up and passed 
its readings, engrossed, and sent to 
the House. 
~ On motion of Mr. Ellis, of Catawba, 
the rules were suspended, and the bill 
to authorize the ‘Town Commissioners 
of Hickory, in Catawba county, to 
issue bonds tor the purpose of extend- 
ing the Central Carolina railway to 
that place, was taken up and passed 
its second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Seymour, the 
rules were suspended and the bill to 
incorporate the United Brotherhood, 
of Newbern, was taken up and 
passed its readings. 

On motion of Mr. Gudger, the 
rules were suspended to permit the 
final reading of the bill to amend 
chapter 85, laws of 1871-°72, in regard 
to a bridge over the Yadkin River in 
Yadkin county. 

On motion ot Mr. Flemming, House 
bill to amend section 1, chapter 70,

Special Order. 


The blll for the adjustment of the 
State debt was resumed as the special 
order for 12 o’clock. The question 
recurred on the amendment of Mr. 
Norwood, when the report of the 
(‘ommittee on the State debt and also 
a commubication from State Treas- 
urer Jenkins was read. 

Mr. Norwood first addressed the 
Senate in favor of his amendment. 

Mr. Cramez, at considerable length, 
discussed the bill and amendments 
now before the Senate. His position 
was in favor of the proposition as 
contained in the substitute of Mr. 
Norwood. 

The vote was taken on Mr. Nor- 
wood’s amendment and failed. 

Mr. ‘Todd offered the following 
substitute for the original bill: 

‘*Strike out ali after the enacting 
clause and inserting the following: 

Section 1. That the Governor and 
Secretary of State are hereby author- 
ized and to turn over to a trustee or 
trustees, all the interests of the State 
in ail railroads, canals and other im- 
provements of a like Kind, for the use 
and benefit of the creditors of the 
State, to be applied to the payment 
of the State debt in full, and that 
nothing further shail ever be paid by 
the State.’’ 

Mr. Todd favored, in an elaborate 
argument, the passage of his amend- 


ment. 
Mr. Cowles favored Mr. Todd’s 
amendment. It was the very posi- 


tion that he oceupied on this floor 
four years ago. e was willing to 
pay the oid debt of the State with the 
State’s property, and did not recog- 
nize the new debt as valid or bind- 
ing. 

Nir. Waring offered an amendment 
tothe original bill, striking out 20 
cents in tne dollar and inserting 30 
cents, and after the word ‘‘dollar’’ in- 
sert 4 per cent. per annum, instead of 
6 per cent. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, stated 
that, as the substitute, presented this 
question ina new light, he would 
move a further postponement of the 
bill until Wednesday next 12 o’clock, 
and the substitute and amendmen of 
Mr. Waring’s be printed. The mo- 
tion of Mr. Morehead oye 

Senate adjourned till 7} o’clock this 
evening.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—It is 
known from those having intimate 
relations with the President, that the 
telegrams hitherto sent are unfoun- 
ded as to his views on the Louisiata 
difticulties. He is preparing a mes- 
sage upon the question which will be 


submitted to tne Cabinet before its | 


transmission to Congress, which will 
be confined toa plain but elaborate 
statement of the facts attending thy; 
Federal proceedings in Louisiana in 
«upport of the United States judicial 
decisions which the President had no 
authority to disregard. ‘The Presi- 
dent has not interfered in any way 
in regard to the Louisiana difficulty, 
he having refused to listen to any 
applications made him from either 
side, deeming that the consideration 
of the question of the admission of 
members belonged solely to Con- 
ress. 

The President has expressed his 
own private views, which are in ei- 
fect that the late election in Louis- 
jana Was an organized fraud from be- 
vinning to end, for the benefit of 
those now in possession of the Gov- 
ernment of that State, and that there 
has never yet been a fair count of the 
votes, the results having been reached 
by dishonest means two well 
known tobe repeated. It is there- 
fore not probable that the President 
will, in his forth coming spe- 
message -make any recoin- 
mendation for a new election, his 
opinion, as recently privately ex- 
pressed, being that Congress has no 
more right to order a new 
election in Louisiana than in 
any other State because of local con- 
flict, all the States now bing equal in 
the union, and as much entitled to 
the same general protection from ille- 
gal or unconstitutional interference 
by any branch of the Federal Govern- 
ment as they are against invasion or 
domestie violence, and besides there 
are means to settle the Lousiana and 
kindred eases without resort to con- 
vressional action by ordering a new 
election.
